ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TKI2  ^EDICAL  OFFICER  OP  HEALTH 

FOR  THS  YEAR  1971 . 


Mr,  Chairman,  LadioG  and  G'^ntlemon, 

It  io  with  great  pleacure  that  Once  again  I 
present  to  3/ou  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  condition 
in  the  Urban  District. 

The  Registrar  General* s  estimate  for  the  Mid- 
Year  population  of  the  distric:  was  16,970,  compared  v/ith 
16,340  for  1970.  ONie  natural  increase  in  the  population 
that  is  to  say  the  excess  of  births  compared  with  the 
number  of  deaths  vjas  4, 


During  1971  there  were  262  births,  24  less 
than  the  previous  year.  Of  these  18  v/ere  illegitimate 
which  represented  77j  of  the  total  live  births.  The  National 
figure  was  8^3.  The  Crude  Birth  Rate  v^as  15.4  and  the  Adjusted 
Birth  Rate  vras  also  15.4. 


In  both  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  it  is 
necessary  to  use  a  Comparability  Factor  5-ssued  by  the 
Registren:  GGneral  for  each  district.  This  enables  compar¬ 
isons  to  be  made  with  other  districts.  The  rate  of  15.4 
is  slightl'y  lo";er  than  the  nations.!  ■  igure  of  16  for 
England  and  Wales,  There  were  4  Still  Births,  2  fewer  than 
in  1970.  This  gave  a  Still  Birth  Rate  of  15  compared  with 
the  National  figure  cf  12. 


Du::5.ng  1971,  7  infants  died  under  the  age  of 
1  year.  This  was  3  higher  tha.n  in  the  previous  yca.r.  Of 
the  7,  5  died  before  4-  v;ecl'-s  of  age.  Ine  Infant  Morta.lity 
Rate  was  27  compared  with  13  fvor  England  and  Wales.  It 
r.ust  be  remembered  thi\t  vritL  s  .11  populations  a  slight 
variation  i.n  the  actual  numbers  often  leads  to  a  marked 
swing  in  the  rates  a.nd  this  is  illustrated  in  the  Infa.nt 
Mortality'’  Rate. 

The  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  was  8  compa.red 
xvith  10  for  E'uglar.d  and  W'ales  v;hilst  the  Perinatal 
Morta.lity  ^^'.tc,  regarded  as  the 
the  Infant  Mortality  statistics 
for  the  Na.tional  figure.

There  were  258  deaths  in  the  Urban  District 
during  1971,  14  more  than  in  1970.  This  gave  a  Crude  Death 
Rate  of  15,2.  Again  using  the  Comparability  Factor  for  the 
district,  the  adjusted  Death  Rate  was  11,6  which  was  identical 
to  that  for  England  and  VJales. 

There  were  134  deaths  due  to  Heart  and  Circulatory 
disease  which  represented  nearly  52%  of  the  deaths.  Malignant 
disease  in  all  its  forms  accounted  for  59  deaths,  represent¬ 
ing  nearly  27%  of  the  total,  llearly  y  was  due  to  Cancer  of  the 
Lung.  Respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  27  deaths. 

During  the  year  266  cases  of  Infectious  disease 
were  reported.  This  large  increase  was  entirely  due  to  Measles, 

260  cases  having  bean  notified.  Only  1  case  of  Infective 
Jaundice  occurred  compared  with  21  the  previous  yeax. 

The  vital  statistics  compare  favourably  with  those 
for  the  other  districts  '  a.  the  County  and  also  vjith  those  for 
England  and  VJales. 

Later  in  the  Report  vjill  be  found  details  of 
Housing  in  respect  of  Slum  Clearance  and  Improvement  Grants, 
Inspection  of  Food  Premises,  Meat  Inspection,  a '.i  also  of  the  many 
other  activities  v^rith  xvhich  the  Health  Department  are  constantly 
involved. 

During  the  year  the  Chief  Inspector  Mr.  Jac’:son  v/as 
ill  and  great  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Grainger  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  coped  so  ivilli.ngly  and  v/ell 
under  great  dl.f ficulties  . 

The  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs  give 
help  and  asrista.nce  to  the  Department  in  many  ways  end  their 
assistance  is  gratefully  acknov/ledged . 

To  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  other  Members  of  the 
Committee,  I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  continued  interest 
0.nd  concern  for  all  '  •  jets  of  the  Departments-  work.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Spalding  is  a  busy  marKet  town  and  centre  of  a 
flourishing  agricultural  and  horticultural  e.rea  and  many 
of  its  population  ajce  engaged  in  employment  connected 
with  these  industries. 

Crops  include  pota.toes,  sugar  beet,  beans, 
cauliflowers  and  cabbage,  tomatoes,  flowers  and  bulbs. 

Industries  include  ma.ny  associated  with  these 
products,  such  as  the  beet  sugar  factory,  a  large  fruit 
and  vegetable  cannery,  factories  engaged  in  box  and  tray 
malcing,  vegetable  brining  etc.  Pre-packing  of  fruit  and 
vegetables  after  cleaning  and  trimming  is  also  a  developing 
industry. 

Through  a  large  bulb  and  produce  auction  and  by 
other  means  a  ready  market  is  found  for  the  products  of  the 
area  in  the  industrial  areas  of  the  West  Riding  and  the  East 
Midlands , 

Spalding  has  long  been  known  as  a  good  centre  for 
coarse  fishing  and  each  v/eekend  throughout  the  summer 
fishing  season  thousands  of  anglers  from  Sheffield  and  the 
industrial  Midlands  arrive  to  enjoy  a.  day  by  the  Welland 
or  the  Coronation  Channel, 

In  recent  yea.rs  the  tov/n  has  been  developing  as  a 
springtime  tourist  centre,  and  large  numbers  of  visitors 
come  to  see  "Springfields'* ,  the  unique  flower  spectacle  of 
the  British  Bulb  Industry,  and  the  decorated  floa.ts  of  the 
annual  Tulip  Parade.

Comments  ^n  Vital  Statistics 

The  birth  rate  and  death  rate  figures  given  below 
have  been  corrected  by  using  the  comparability  factors  supplied 
by  the  Registrar -General .  These  factors  allov>)^  for  the  differences 
in  the  age  and  sex  composition  of  the  various  populations,  and  make 
valid  comparisions  possible. 

This  year  the  district  had  a  slightly  lower  birth 
rate  than  the  averagle  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  infant  mortality 
rate  was  well  above  average.  Nearly  half  the  deaths  registered  during 
the  year  were  of  people  aged  75  years  or  over.

I  am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for 
much  of  the  informa.tion  given  below. 

Diphtheria  I  irmun  i  s  at  ion 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district 
during  the  yea.r .  During  1971,  241  children  under  five  years 
of  age  and  7  children  over  five  years  of  age  received  a 
primary  immunisation  course.  A  further  S54  children  under 
16  years  of  age  received  a  ’’booster”  or  secondary  injection. 

Tetanus  limnu nisation 

During  the  year  260  children  were  immunised  against 
tetanus.  234-  of  these  children  had  a  course  of  ’’triple 
antigen”  that  protects  o.gainst  diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough 
and  tetanus. 

Poliomyelitis  V accination 

During  1971,  251  children  under  5  years,  and  16  child.ren 
over  5  years,  completed  a  course  of  oral  polio  vaccination. 

A  satisfactory  percentage  of  the  pre-school  and 
school  age  population  of  the  Urban  District  has  been  protected 
against  this  disease. 

Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  at  31st  December 
1971,  was  132,  a  decrease  of  two,  tKere  being  3  new 
notifications  and  5  cases  removed.

1.  Medical  examination  of  Local  Government  Staff 


During  the  year  3  persons  Vvrere  medically  examined 
to  ascertain  their  fitness  for  entry  into  superannuation 
and  sickness  schemes. 

2 .  Requests  for  re-housing  on  Medical  grounds 

Applicants  for  Council  houses  who  claim  that  they 
have  serious  medical  grounds  for  priority  re-housing  are 
investigated  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
recommendations  are  made  to  the  Housing  Committee. 

3 .  Persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 

Provision  is  made  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  for  people  who  are  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  and  v/ho  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves. 

4 .  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 

The  Lincolnshire  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited 
Spalding  during  September,  1199  members  of  the  public 
and  1178  employees  of  Geest  Industries  Ltd.,  took 
advantage  of  the  service. 

5 .  Family  Planning  Clinic 

This  clinic  which  is  run  by  the  Boston  branch  of 
the  Family  Planning  Association,  is  held  in  the  Clinic, 
Holland  Road,  Spalding.  There  are  901  members  of  the 
clinic. 

6 .  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 

Facilities  for  the  bacteriological  examinaition 
of  foods,  water  and  other  samples  exist  at  Peterborough 
District  Hospital,  Midland  Road,  Peterborough,  and  the 
valued  services  of  Dr.  E.J.G.  Glencross  and  his  staff 
are  greatly  apprecia.ted. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


With  the  exception  of  tv;o  houses  v/hich  have  a  privs.te 
water  supply  (which  is  sampled  by  the  Department  at  frequent 
intervals)  all  premises  within  the  Spalding  Urban  District 
arc  supplied  by  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board. 

I  am  indebted  to  N.A.  Eagles  Esq.,  the  Engineer  and 
Manager  of  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  for  most  of 
the  information  in  this  section  of  the  Report. 

1.  The  water  supply  was  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout 
the  year  both  in  quality  and  quaaitity. 

2.  The  water  supply  to  the  Spalding  Urban  District  area  was 
abstracted  from  the  source  works  at  Bourne  cuid  Jockey, 
the  total  abstractions  from  these  two  sources  during  the 
year  being  as  follows 

Bourne  1,485,497,000  gallons 

Jockey  596 , 890 , 000  gallons 

Total  2,082 , 387 , 000  gallons 

which  was  an  increase  of  93,536,000  gallons  (4.7%)  above 

the  quantity  abstracted  in  1970. 

The  exact  consumption  within  the  Urban  District  cannot 
be  determined  but  was  estimated  to  be  approximately 
490,000  gallons,

PUBLIC  CLEANSING

( Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  given  to  all  premises 
in  the  area.  All  food  prem.ises  receive  tivice  weekly  col-lection. 

Active  measures  are  taken  at  the  Moulton  Marsh  refuse 
tip  to  prevent  nuisance  from  rodent  and  insect  infestation. 

( t))  Street  Scavenging 

All  classified  and  unclassified  roads  within  the  Urban 
area  have  been  swept  regularly. 

This  work  to  vehiculcir  roads  is  carried  out  by  a 
"Karrier"  Mechanical  Sweeper  and  courts,  passages  and  footpaths 
are  dealt  with  manually  and  collected  in  Street  Orderlies. 

( c )  Salvage  Collection  and  Disposal 

Domestic  salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as 
domestic  refuse;  a  trailer  is  attached  to  each  freighter  for 
this  purpose.  Special  collections  are  arr^^nged  when  quantities 
and  types  of  rjaterials  make  this  necessary.

During  the  1971  season  29332  bathers  visited  the  Pool. 

These  included  5392  school  children  under  swii.uaing  instruction 
by  Holland  County  Education  Corrnittee  teachers. 

In  addition  there  v/ere  320  sea^son  ticket  holders  v;hose 
attendances  were  not  recorded.  The  Council  again  awarded  free 
Season  Tickets  to  all  school  children  ^vho  were  successful  in 
the  Royal  Life-Saving  Society  exaraination  held  the  previous 
year . 

As  in  previous  years  the  bath  water  was  heated,  filtered, 
aerated  and  chlorinated  by  the  Breakpoint  system  giving  a  clear 
sterile  water  at  all  times  according  to  weekly  test  samples 
taken  by  the  Public  Hca.lth  Inspector  of  the  Holland.  County 
Council  and  daily  free-chlorine  residual  tests  carried  out  by 
the  Deoartment. 

The  Council  continued  to  hire  vending  machines  to  supply 
hot  and  cold  drinks  ?.nd  snacks.  This  service  again  proved  to  be 
popular  and  appreciated,  resulting  in  a  net  profit  of  £125.88.
